Fate of Hostage Guards Is Placed 
In Hands of Atlanta Newspaperman 


The fate of four guards beings 
held as hostages at the Atlanta fed- 
eral penitentiary »>y a group of 
prisoners since late Monday after- 
noon lies in the hands of an At- 
lanta newspaperman. 

He is Morgan Biake, of the At- 
lanta Journal, whe is also a Sun- 
day school teacher and religious 
worker, 

Blake, who has frequently visit- 
ed the institution on welfare mis- 
sions, was summoned to the prison 
yesterday afternoon at the request 
of the 15 to 25 hardened convicts 

Monday seized the four 
guards in protest against griev- 
ances apparently not known en- 
tirely by prison officials. 

ONE GRIEVANCE 

One of the grievances, the pris- 
oners have said, is their objection 
to being confined with German 
spies and saboteurs. Another is 
that they are not given énough 
liberty within the prison. 

The officials handling the situ- 
ation include the wardén, Joseph 
W. Sanford, and James V. Ben- 
nett, of Washington, director of 
the Federal Bureau of Prisons,

ALSDORF, Germany, Nov. 25.~ 
(Delayed) —(#)— The problem 
which haunts this and other war- 


shattered towns in American-oc 
cupied Germany is “what are we | 
cein2g to eat this winter?” . 

Theoretically it is a problem for 
the Germans to worfy about, for 
the Allies are not undertaking to 
feed Germany. The Army’s pri- 
mary interest is to feed and supply 
our own troops, accelerate the con-_ 
quest of the Reich and, strictly 
speaking, it makes no difference if 
the Germans starve. 

Actually, however, the Army 
needs German labor to restore 
basic production, keep the roads 
open, make the towns. livable and 
useful links in the long chain of 
supplies and communications. And 
labor must be fed. Furthermore 
the Army cannot affcrd to have 
epidemics endangering the health 
of the troops. 

FOOD ORGANIZATION x 


Therefore the American military 
government is doing its utmost to 
help organize, conserve and in- 
crease available food supplies and 
get the wheels of vital production 
moving again. 

Alsdorf is a typical example. It 
is a cool mining town depending 
on three interconnecting mines. 
The Nazis considered floodipg 
them before they retreated but 
finally fled leaving them intact. A 
civilian skeleton staff stayed on 
the job. Since then the Germans 
have kept trying to destroy the 
surface installations by long range 
shelling. , 

Of Alsdorf'’s normal population 
of 20,000, some 5,800 evaded Nazi 
evacuation orders and naturally 
are interested in preserving the 
mines which are their bread and 
butter. They also tried as far as 
— to hide foodstuffs and 
ivestock from the departing Nazis. 

The civilians hid their best live- 
stock in the mine and because of 
the German shelling, most of these 
animals still are underground. 

Lately the inhabitants have been 
hauling in a supply of potatoes 
estimated at 50,000 pounds. They 
have a six-month supply of grain 
but practically no butter, sugar or 
margarine. Recently, for the first 
tame since the occupation, they got 
their full basic meat ration of half 
a pound. 


FOODSTUFF SWAPPING

Atlanta boys and girls are going 
to be rewarded for outstanding 
community or war service. 

Members of the Georgia Junior 
Citizens Service Corps will receive 
several thousand free passes a 
month to various recreation fa- 
cilities in Atlanta for service in 
drives, house-to-house educational 
campaigns and other programs. 

The state commercial recreation 
committee, chairman of which is 
John S. Blick Sr., is offering the 
passes, for admission to theaters, 
bowling alleys, baseball and foot- 
ball games and other types of en- 
tertainmerit. The admission tick- 
ets will be issued through youth 
organizations, schools and 
churches. 

Atlanta hotels will give two free 
dances for 200 boys and girls each 
year, which means at least six 
dances for 1,200 boys and girls in 
the Atlanta area, it was an- 
nounced. 

Lon Sullivan, director of the 
Georgia Volunteer War Services 
Council, said the plan has three

Contracts for a million new 
postal notes, designed for econom- 
ical and efficient mailing of mon- 
ey not exceeding $10 have been 
let for delivery to first class 
postoffices by January 1, Post- 
master General Wall 2r has an- 
nounced. 

The new notes will not displace 
the present money order system,

The American Legion, growing 
stronger with new blood added 
by men and women who saw serv-| 
ice in World War II, has begun 
laying the groundwork for its 
first postwar “victory” convention.

World War I veterans who gave 


birth to the Legion at a meeting 
in Paris 25 years ago. To handle 
such assemblages, the Legion’s 
executive committee has just au- 
thorized a ational Convention 
Bureau, to be headed by Joseph 
Lumpkin, Memphis, Tenn., an ad- 
vertising executive, as director. 
The bureau is designed partly to) 
eliminate the burden on conven-| 
tion host cities to underwrite na- 
tional get-togethers financially. Its 
revenues will be derived from an 
appropriation of $33,000 from the 
Legion at the outset and from the 
convention registration fees and 
concessions. 


Thus far more than 300,000 vet- 
erans of World War II have joined 
the Legion. New members are 
enrolling at a clip of about 125,000 
monthly and the membership now 
is approximately 1,430,000. 

Twenty aities have been hosts to 
at least one Legion convention, 
but Legion leaders believe that 
only two or three cities will be 
able to accommodate the antici- 
pated postwar get-togethers. 

s doesn’t mean, necessarily, 
that the other cities have seen 
their last Legion convention. 
Legion leaders are talking of in- 
augurating regional conventions 
and, of course in many states such 
as New York, Pennsylvania, %hio 
and Illinois postwar state meet- 
ings may well equal the attend- 
ance marks set in early national 
conventions.

Georgians were just getting up from 
their Sunday dinner to get out into the 
unseasonably warm December afternoon

Over the whole country 
there was a stunned, incredulous, but de- 
termined air.

Now three years have passed. Today 
this nation enters on its fourth year of 
war. Already more than half million men 
have been killed, wounded and ‘listed as 
missing in a war which began badly.

We lived through the tortured 
days of Bataan and Corregidor. 


But there was never any chaos. We 
went to work.

real. It is a war far away and as time goes 
on we feel it surely must be about over. 


Today, as the fourth year begins, the 
longest period we have been at war save 
for our long struggle of the revolution and 
the civil war, the end is nct in sight. In it 
a lesser time than other nations, we still 
have not worked enough, bought enough 
bonds, done as good a job as we could have 
done. — 


December 7, 1944, ought to challenge us 
to give all we have and finish the job.

British Foreign Policies Invite Suspicion 


It was, and is, inevitable that trouble 
should follow liberation in the countries of 
Europe. Those who stayed there, during 
the German occupation; those who lived 
and worked in the underground; they may 
not be expected immediately to return to 
calm routine. 


Especially is this so in Italy, Greece 
and Belgium. In Italy the corrupt rule of 
the Fascists had, destroyed any base on 
which to build. In Greece there was long 
discontent with the throne and the 
Metaxas government before war came. 
Belgium, disillusioned by quick defeat and 
the loss of its king and belief in him, is in 
a turbulent state. So, to a lesser degree, is 

Holland. 


All this was to be expected. But there 
is grave danger, especially as regards vital 
public opinion, in England’s intervention 
in Italy and in Greece. 


This nation, with the beam of the 
Darlan government in French Africa in its 


own eye, cannot consistently criticize Brit- 
ish policies of expediency. Nevertheless, 
the State Department’s expressed opinion 
that, so long as it does not interfere with 
military operations, the liberated countries 
should be allowed to work out their own 


governments, is a sound one and one which |* | 


will have the full support of the people 
generally. 


Eden’s action, without consultation, in 
Italian affairs; and Brifish courses in 
Greece, barring further explanation, seem 
to be in support of the old royalist-dictator 
line-ups so fully discredited in both coun- 
tries before war came. 


There is sure to be disorder and great 
conflict of opinions, and we hope that the 
British government will consider carefully 
the implications of its moves on’ public 
opinion in this country. Action such as 


. that in Italy provides the anti-British 


clique with “I-told-you-so” ammunition 
and endangers the final peace and inter- 
national accord so vital to the future.

Military Training 
Before the bell rang, even, Uncle Sam was 


knocked flat on his face by Kid Mota in the

world. 

Uncle Sam saved himself, and proved himself a stayer with 
plenty of strength in his counter-punches once he got his wind. and 
once the trembles had gene out of his legs which were weak from 
that sneak punch delivered right to the solar plexus.. For a time 
he had to get on his bicycle and peddle hard, with Kid Moto in 
pursuit, but after a while he got down off it and began to fight back. 


At this writing, Uncle Sam has had the, cuts over his eyes sewed 
up and isn’t half-blind with blood. He is in there crowding Kid 
Moto, landing three punches to one, and in the rindgside the gen- 
eral opinion is that Kid Moto is beginning to fade. 

But next time? 


To get away from the argot of the prize ring and back to that 
of the miltiary, the general opinion is that the next set of aggressor 
ee will not launch their first attack somewhere in Europe or 

sia. 


Twice now, in the span of a quarter of a century, they have 
failed to estimate the psychology of the American people. Twice, 
in the same span of time, they have underestimated very badly 
indeed, our power to produce, not merely the materiel of war, but 
trained fighting men. 


And this they surely see, with crystal clearness—each time we 
could do so because we had time. In each war we were allowed 
two or more years in which to begin preparation. In this last one, 
in which we now are engaged, we made a much better start than 
in 1917. In that war we didn’t do much of a production job. In 
this one we have done, and are doing, a magnificent job. 


So, next time an aggressor nation, or a combination of them, 
sets out to war, the first blow, the paralyzer, will be aimed at this 
nation. Not again will we be given time to get ready. 


That is but one argument in behalf 
of some form of compulsory train- 
ing. There are many more. There is not a sound argument against it. 

Two recent polls have been taken. One reveals that among 
civilian adults, 79 of every 100 favor a law requiring one year of 
military training. : 

Another, taken among the soldiers, a cross section in every 
theater of war being interviewed, something more than two-thirds 
of them insist on such a program for the future. 


The most favored plan is for a small, professional army and 
an adequate professional navy, working with a large citizen reserve. 


One year out of a young man’s life, devoted to military training, 
would provide more value than two of college or high school life 
and it would interfere with neither. ; 


It would add some of the training of discipline, so lacking in 
our national life. It would not be, in itself, a health program, yet 
it would promote health. It would not be, per se, an educational 
program, yet it would educate. Nowhere is there any argument to 
support the charge that military training, especially in peacetime, 
tends to damage the moral fabric. Indeed, the instruction and the 
discipline is in the other direction. 


There are many arguments for it. The soldiers themselves favor 
it. The great majority of the people want it. - 


The one great indestructable argument is that the safety and 
the future of the nation demands it. 


Compulsory military training is not 
“Prussian” as some believe. In its 
modern sense it began with the French Revolution. The French 
monarchy had toyed with the idea, but in 1793 the French con- 
vention decreed that all ablebodied men between the ages of 18 
and 25 were liable for military service. Napoleon used it to forge 
his great armies for conquest. Not until 1807 did Prussia begin 
conscription. Allowed, through treaty, an army of only 42,000 men 
she adopted conscription and by calling up one group after another 
trained, within six years, 270,000 men. 


This country would not, of course, use an Army for conquest. 
It would train a reserve Army which would make greater than 
ever this nation’s moral weight in the scales of peace. Aggressor 
nations would hesitate to begin a war against us without such an 
Army. With it they would not. 


There are many well-meaning, sincere people who say this is not 
the time, who. advise waiting “five years.” While respecting their 
sincerity, this position seems to be the height of folly and the 
worst sort of wishful thinking. 


We cannot turn again to the costly, wasteful policy of the period 
before this war when pledges passed among us calling on the signers 
not to defend this country even in the event of invasion, when the 
sickness of pacifism without honor, was the rule. 

We listened to those voices before. 

This time let’s try the others.

She Selected Name 
‘ For 82nd Division 


Tried, in vain, to recall the name of a womay 
who was well known in Atlanta at the time of 
the first World War. Haven't heard of her for 

many years, She may, in fact, be no longer among the living. 


She lived by herself at one of the downtown hotels. She was 
middle-aged, I should think in her late forties, or perhaps fifty..She 
was what is called “well preserved.” Always smartly dressed, 
on cosmeticized. She was always bright and alert, at- 
ractive. 


She was active in volunteer hostess work at downtown places 


provided by various organizations for the comfort and convenience | 


of the men in uniform. Similar to the lounges operated by the USO. 

She was exceedingly popular among the boys training at Camp 
Gordon, which was on the site of the present naval air base, or 
approximately so. Many of them knew her as a dependable friend. 


You know the 82nd Division trained at 
Camp Gordon. It was, largely, officered 
by young Georgians and Alabamans. The men in the ranks were 
mostly drafted men from New York, Pennsylvania and some other 
eastern states. A few others. The famous Sgt. Alvin York, of 
Tennessee, was one of them. 


Many of them, coming from areas in the north where most of 
the residents were either recent immigrants or the sons of immi- 
grants, spoke only the language of the land of their origin. it was 
said, without proof, however, there was one company where orders 

sted by the commanding officer had to be written in 16 different 
anguages. This may have been exaggeration. 
the situation. 


Whatever their language, whatever their origin, however, the 
82nd was a'‘grand American division. They proved that in the 
Meuse Argonne. 


While they were in training at old Camp Gordon, there was a 
contest conducted, I think, by the old Atlanta Georgian, to select 
a name for this Atlanta-trained division. All divisions had special 
names, then. You remember the Rainbow Division? And others? 


Well, this woman of whom I write won that contest. I think 
she got a loving cup. or something like that. She chose “All- 
American” because the 82nd was made up of such a mixture of the 
ingredients for the melting pot out of which has come the people 
known as American. 


The 82nd went through the war as the “All-American” division 
and proved, as said, that from such material is made the greatest 
fighting men of them alk 


: My own chief memory of old Camp Gor- 
Memories of Mud %i¥ own chic’ 

There was no paving on the road by which you approached the 
main entrance, after you passed Oglethorpe University. It was not 
until the 82nd had practically completed its training, before that 
stretch of road was paved. That winter was one of the most severe 
in local weather history. At one time the ground was frozen to 
a depth of a foot or more. 


When the thaw came, the road was a quagmire. Streetcar service 
did not extend all the way and it was an undertaking to struggle 
through the mud. . 


The late Lloyd Wilhoit was then a reporter assigned to the camp. 
He had a motorcycle on which he: came into the office every eve- 
ning with his news for the paper. 

One of my outstanding pictures of those days is of Lloyd as 
he came in, many a night, both he and his motorcycle plastered 
all over with the red-brown mud. 


The Last Parade When the 82nd, the “All-American” di- 


vision, had completed its training and was 
ready to go overseas to join the AEF under Gen. Pershing, special 
permission was granted for a final parade through Atlanta. 


None who saw it will ever forget the experience as those steady 
ranks of silent men, in full field equipment, swung along Peach- 
tree and Whitehall. 


Only the sound of their marching feet was heard. The crowds 
that stood along the sidewalks were too stirred by the drama to 
cheer. They stood, in silence, as these men they had -grown to 
know and to consider their own, marched by. Everyone knew 
that, soon, they would be, marching into the front-line trenches in 
France. 


The parade passed and, still silent, the crowds broke and moved

Pearl Harbor Facts 
Remain Undisclosed 


WASHINGTON.—Little has been added to 

a the sum total of public information about the 

oe Pearl Harbor disaster by the latest findings of 
Army and Navy boards of inquiry. 

Many questions remain to be cleared up before the public can 
form an intelligent judgment as to the degree of culpability of 6ur 
commanders and other officials involved. 

In the meantime, we can only accept the statement of the War 
and Navy Departments that no evidence was found to justify court- 
martial proceedings against Adm. Kimmel and Gen. Short, al 
though these officers still stand accused of “dereliction of duty.” 

No charge of criminal negligence was ever made against the 
two Hawaiian commanders, so perhaps it is just as well that they 
are not to be tried for their shortcomings. After all, they may 
have been punished enough, both having been broken of their com- 
mands and dismissed from the service. | 

The two service departments have very properly refused to make 
public the testimony taken by the bvards of inquiry. To do so while 
the war is still going on would only give valuable information to 
the enemy. We'can restrain our curiosity as to the details until 
the conflict is over. - 

Under the circumstances, it must be obvious that the demands 
that continue to be made in congress for a congressional inquiry 
into the facts are purely political. The chances are that even if 
such and inyestigation were ordered, Army and Navy officials would 
decline to .@p-operate for security reasons. And courts would 
undoubtedly uphold them in this refusal. 

There are, as said, however, many questions to be cleared 
— the manner we were caught sleeping by the Japanese 
attack. 

Why were not our listening devices properly manned in the 
face of the alerts known to have been sent out?

High naval officials 
have explained that this was done as a precaution against sub- 
marine attack. Thé more maneuverable lighter vessels, like de- 
stroyers and cruisers, along with our carriers, had been sent out 
on scouting duty, While the more vulnerable battleships had been 
kept in harbor. mA

A Prison System Safeguard 


Is the power to appoint the of- 
ficials of Georgia’s prison system 
to be the responsibility of @ non- 
political board or are these ap- 
poinfments to become patronage 
plums bestowed at rapdom by 
each succeeding Gevernor? This 
is one of the vital questions before 
the constitution revision commit: 
tee recalled to’. meet in Atlanta 
on Friday. 


Personnel is the mainspring of 
the department: While a good 
merit system would secure and 
hold desirable employes, the chief 
officials would: not come wunder 
civil service. _ These positions 
would be filled by appointment. 
Who has the power of appoint- 
ment is the key as to whether the 
program is nonpolitical or slips 
back into the ups and downs of 
gubernatorial politics. Herein lies 
the success or failure of the prison 
system. A _ non-political board, 
with no ax to grind, would 
secyre and uphold capable. spe- 
cialists in prison management. A 
patronage-minded (sovernor, with 
his ear to the political ground, 
would reward his campaign 
friends regardiess of their train- 
ing or experience. 


A constitutional board of correc- 
tions’ would safeguard our prison 
with no ax to grind, would 
our university sysiem a constitu- 
tional board of regents reinstated 
it. When our pardon methods 
made our state disgraceful in the 
eyes of the nation a constitution- 
al board installed a decent, non- 
political pardon and parole sys- 
tern. 


Now is the time to take steps to 
ize the reforms that have re 
cently been instituted in our 
prison system. Ouvr legislators, in 
special session last September, 
were the first to see the impor- 
tance of removing the department 
from politics by abolishing the 
elected prison board as the first 
move in reorganization. They 
passed a law providing for ap- 
pointment of a director and ad- 
visory board: It is now up to the 
commission to make this reform 
permanent by writing it into our 
fundamental law so that there 
will be no invitation to later, less 
courageous legislators to revert 
to the old order. 
The degraded and. inefficient 
prison system that finally shocked 
the. state into taking immediate 


action toward reform did not be- 
come Georgia's No. 1 problem 
overnight. Nor was the fault al- 
ways a deliberate effort on the 
part of anyone in top authority 
to mishandle the department. One 
of the chief causes of the trouble 
for many years has been the fact 
that each new administration has 
had its.own ideas as to how a 
prison system should be run. and 
invariably the program and man- 
agement have conflicted with that 
of the preceding administration. 
Constant changes in policy  in- 
volve financial loss. For instance, 
one administration may decide to. 
iridustrialize the work program at 
Tattnall, installing expensive ma- 
chinery. By the time -thi¢ pro- 
gram is under way, the adminis- 
tration changes and the succeed- 
ing one decided that a total agri- 
cultural program ‘is better. There- 
upon the industrial plant is scrap- 
ped and costly livestock and farm 
machinery are purchased instead. 


Even more important than loss 
in money is the fact that no long- 
range program of rehabilitation is 
possible when both personnel and 
prisoners are subject to the de 
moralizing effect of continual 
change. 

In order to carry out the prac- 


tical and far-sighted plans that? 


are well under way to make Geor- 
gia’s prison system a wise and 
humane one it is important now 
to provide for continuity. This 
can be done not only by assuring 
tenure of office for all positions 
but by taking away the risk of 
right-about-face. with each admin- 
istration by removing the depart- 
ment from the direct jurisdiction 


*“' of the Governor. 


The job of running a prison sys- 
tem is an administrative one, de- 
pending for its success upon 
capable and experienced execu- 
tives. A non-political board, ap- 
pointed with staggered terms, so 
that no single governor could in 
any way control it, would serve 
in an advisory capacity with the 
director whom it would appoint, 
and with him determine the poli- 
cies under which he would admin- 
ister the department. 

In recalling the revision com- 
mission Gov. Ariall has empha- 
sized the imperative need of a 
constitutional board of correc- 
tions, We believe the Governor 
expresses the sentiments of the 
people of Georgia.

when Charlie Dissenat’s old lady 
moves in to help him manage the 
ball club and brings in Prof.

because that way you kil] the job 
for the next hitter and, anyway, 
it isn’t fair to the weak hitters. 


“Please observe that it is against 
the union rules to take more than 


one base on any hit,” Weenie 
wrote in his form-letter, “and any- 
one who does so will be tried on 
charge of wun-union-like conduct 
and fined $500 for the first of- 
fense. Repeated violations wil! be 
cause for ecpulsion from _ the 
union and dismissal from the job. 
The pernicious practice of stretch- 
ing hits represents the exploitation 
of the masses by the bosses and 
makes the weak hitters look bad. 
It is our aim to establish firm 
standards and. create jobs for as 
many as possible and hereafter 
when a player has got two hits in 
one game he will be taken out of 
the line-up to gufard against over- 
production. 


“Remember, the home run is an 
invention of the bosses to set the- 
working masses against each other 
aad cause jealousy and undermine 
our solidarity.” 


Mrs. Dissenat was already at the 
camp when we showed up for 
{spring training and all the female 
sex from all the different groups 
and Weenie and Boris and the 
jerks were holding discussions 
about how to bring more democ- 
racy into baseball so the. punks 
can have an equal chance. 


“Some of us,” the old lady said, 
“are blessed with greater ability 
than others, so we must guard 
against inequality and provide jus- 
tice for all.

Eating Pattern 
Can Hold Pounds 
Under Control 


By IDA JEAN KAIN. 


Short, stocky girls have to put 


up stout resistance against a 
chubby waist, a double chin, and 
all the sugar-coated calories. 


It doesn’t seem i ta. oe 
taller girls can take their calories 
without a flicker of the scales, 
while the little woman of five feet 
or under has only to look at a 
creampuff to gain. 


But there is a pattern of eating 
that . keeps the pounds firmly 
under control. The way to keep 
happy is not to aim at being too 
thin. What you want is weight 
within reasonable range of 110 
pounds for five feet of height and 
five pounds extra for each inch 
extra, or with five pounds sub- 
tracted for each inch under five 
feet. At that weight the short, 
stocky girls look pleasingly plump 
but not buxom. 


Here is the pattern: Keep the 
diet fairly high in protein to step 
up the calorie burning. Have an 
egg every day and a generous 
serving of lean meat, cheese and 
skim milk. A couple of times a 
week supplement this with oys- 
ters or shrimp to boost the pro- 
tein. None of these foods should 
be fried. The meat or fish should 
be broiled, boiled or baked, the 
eggs poached, boiled or scrambled 
with milk in the top of the double 
boiler. In some instances the fat 
should be trimmed away before 
the meat is cooked so it cannot 
infiltrate the lean part. This may 
seem a nuisance but since fats 
furnish two and one-fourth times 
as many calories as the lean, it is 
the easiest way to cut calories. 


Avoid gravy, cream sauces and 
fat trimmings in general, for fats 
count 100 calories per tablespoon, 
Have lots of vegetables in the diet, 
but have them. cooked quickly in a 
small amount of water so that they 
retain their natural flavor and 
butter isn’t needed. It is a good 
rule not to take more than one 
starchy food at a meal, If pota- 
toes are on the menu, then you 
shouldn’t have lima beans, for-ex- 
ample, or corn. And, of course, 
you wouldn’t want spaghetti, mac- 
aroni or rice when potatoes are 
served. 


It might be better not to- have 
bread at that meal. But with veg- 
etables like string beans and 
stewed tomatoes and a salad have 
a slice of bread or a roll—of 
course, with butter. And take 
salad dressing, but thin the may- 
onnaise with skim milk, instead 
of cream, and in making French 
dressing, use more vinegar or 
lemon juice than oil. 

For dessert, the best bet is fresh 
fruit. But that doesnt’ mean you 
can’t have pie or cake or ice 
cream once in a while. Have one 


of those delicious desserts twice a; 


week—but never twice a day. 
Milk is needed in the diet but

Wil ) Plummer from her husband, Col. Plummer, who eA ay 
g 

of his attendance at the Paris premiere of “Gone With the Wind.” 
Col. Plummer wrote: “The American ambassador, Jeffery Caffery, 
who is living with us, invited me to a private showing of ‘Gone 
With the Wind.’ It was like seeing it for the first time and I got 
a real thrill out of it. It made me homesick, but proud to be a 
Georgian. This was the first showing of the film in France and, of 


’ course, it won’t be shown to the public until all our old features 


are used up.” 

Col. Plummer included in his letter the invitation to the show- 
ing of the film version of Margaret Mitchell’s book. Written on a 
card, it was engraved with “Embassy of the United States of 
America” and bore the seal of the United States. It read: “The 
American ambassador requests the pleasure of your company at a 
private showing of ‘Gone With the Wind’ at 10:30 o’clock on Friday 
November 24, at the Salle d’Iena, 10 Avenue d’Iena. A buffet sup- 
per will be served at 12:10 o’clock.” The invitation was dated 
“Paris, November 18, 1944.” é 

For some reason, which the Atlantan did not explain in his 
letter, plans for the showing of the famous film were changed. 
Notes were again sent from the American embassy on engraved 
letterheads, bearing the seal of the United States. The note read: 

“The showing of ‘Gone With the Wind,’ which was to take place 
at the Salle d’Iena at 10:30 p. m. on Friday, November 24, 1944, has 
been transferred to the Cine Presse, 52 Avenue des Champs Elysees, 
at the same hour on the same day. Kindly present this notice at 
the entrance.”

From outward appearances, the 
night was very quiet. Thére were 
no signs of violence from the re- 
maining 1,994 prisoners. 

Inside the red-bricked special 
treatment building, the 85 inno- 
cent guards and prisoners were 
praying the night would be their 
last under the domination of 
their 25 captors, 

GIVEN FOOD 

Early last night all of the esti- 
mated 110 men barricaded within 
the building were given coffee 
and sandwiches. For approximate- 
ly 106 of them, it was their first 
food since Monday night when the 
“siege” began. The four guards 
have been fed at irregular inter- 
vals through a broken window. 

Under an agreement between 
Morgan Blake, of the Atlanta 
Journal, the 25 incorrigible “pa 
triots,” and officials of the peni- 
tentiary, the building will be 
abandoned and the siege lifted to- 
day. Stipulations of the unique 
agreement were that if he would 
publish their requests they would 
leave the building, free their cap- 
tives and give themselves over to 
prison guards. 

y James V. Bennett, of Washing- 
ton, director of prisoners, and 
Warden Joseph W. Sanford, have 
agreed to review their complaints 
and if possible alleviate them. 

Of the 110 men in the building, 
56 are prisoners who for various 
reasons have to be kept separate 
from the other inmates, 44 are 
new men who have just begun 
their sentences and whose initial 
processing for the Atlanta peni- 
tentiary isn’t completed, four are 
prisoners convicted of Fifth Col 
umn activity, two are 
prisoners of war and four are 
alee yr 

PT PARATE 

The 25 captors are included in 
the 56 prisongrs who must be kept 
separate. 

Bennett and Sanford would not 
divulge any names, other than 
that of Jack Winn, the “Water 
Tower Sitter of 1940.” His name 
was given to show the type of 
men who have barricaded them- 
selves and their innocent captives 
in the building. They would not 


name the spokesman or “ring- 
leader.” 

Warden Sanford said to his 
knowledge there had been no out- 
break or violence inside the build- 
ing. The prisoners, some 
of whom cannot speak 
and those convicted of Fifth Col- 
umn activity, have not been harm- 
ed. There are no firearms in the 
building as the guards were un- 
armed at the time of their cap- 
ture. 

Prison officials have humanely 
allowed running water, heat and 
lights to remain on in the build- 
ing. Most of the windows have 
been knocked out by the 25 des- 

radoes and serious illness might 

ave resulted during the three- 
day imprisonment if the heat had 
been turned off. 


MIGHT HARM GUARDS 

When questioned why he did 
not use tear gas to force the pris- 
oners out, Bennett said the build- 
ing was too well ventilated and 
that the gas would injure the 
guards and innocent prisoners as 
well as those guilty of the out-

well informed on their captivity, 
as several radios are in the build: 


ing.

settlement requests, Bennett de ' 
clared the usual procedure at the 
time of an outbreak is to lock all 
prisoners in their cells, whether 
involved or not, until the trouble 
is over. In this instance no one 
has been locked up and outside 
the barricaded building prison life 
goes on as usual.
